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REPORT. 


In  pursuance  of  the  requirement  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
of  27th  February,  1847,  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the 
Philadelphia  County  Prison  has  the  honor  herewith  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  the  Legislature,  the  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Institution. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  has  to  regret  the  loss 
of  two  old  and  valued  members.  Matthias  W.  Baldwin, 
Esq.,  who  had  served  for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  years  as 
an  Inspector,  died  7th  September,  1866.  Mr.  Baldwin  was 
appointed  to  this  office  by  the  Court  of  Common  Ideas,  in 
1856,  upon  the  re-organization  of  the  Board  in  that  year, 
when  the  appointing  power  was  conferred  upon  the  Courts. 
Mr.  Baldwin’s  high  character  and  distinguished  position  in 
the  community,  could  not  but  give  weight  and  consideration 
to  any  body  with  which  his  name  was  connected.  In  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  in  the  Prison,  he  was  zealous  and 
faithful.  His  sound  judgment  and  great  administrative 
ability  were  held  in  the 
gues,  while  the  remarkable  amenity  and  amiability  of  his 
character  gave  unalloyed  pleasure  in  our  long  term  of  private 
and  official  intercourse.  The  loss  of  this  eminent  citizen  has 
been  deeply  and  generally  regretted  in  this  community.  It 


ighest  estimation  by  his  collea- 
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will  be  long  felt  in  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  County  Prison. 

The  Board  lias  also  to  express  the  most  sincere  sorrow 
at  the  resignation  of  another  old  and  most  useful  colleague, 
Dr.  William  Shippen.  Dr.  Shippen  entered  the  Board  at 
the  same  date  as  Mr.  Baldwin,  having  received  his  appoint¬ 
ment  also  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  1856.  Dr. 
Shippen  has  been  known  throughout  a  long  life,  as  one  of 
the  most  prominent  philanthropists  of  Philadelphia.  Con¬ 
nected  with  many  of  our  benevolent  Institutions,  his  inter¬ 
est  and  attention  had  been  specially  given  to  the  County 
Prison,  for  several  years  before  his  introduction  into  this 
Board.  As  a  member  of  the  Acting  Committee  of  the 
Society  for  the  Alleviation  of  the  Miseries  of  Public  Prisons, 
he  had  been  a  constant  and  most  acceptable  visitor  at  the 
Prison  ;  and,  in  his  official  capacity  as  an  Inspector,  he  was 
by  common  consent  esteemed  one  of  the  most  efficient 
members  of  the  Board.  For  a  long  period,  Dr.  Shippen 
filled  the  responsible  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
of  Supplies  in  the  administration  of  the  Prison ;  and  to  him 
is  due  much  of  the  credit  of  the  economical  and  judicious 
disbursement  of  the  appropriations  made  to  this  branch  of 
the  municipal  government.  Physical  infirmity,  the  result 
of  an  accident  received  two  years  since,  incapacitated  Dr. 
Shippen  from  participation  in  his  old  and  cherished  duties. 
Greatly  to  the  regret  of  every  one  who  was  brought  into  re¬ 
lations  with  him,  he  resigned  from  our  Board  in  January, 
1867. 
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The  Board  has  had  much  pleasure  in  receiving  as  a  col¬ 
league,  James  A.  Freeman,  Esq.,  to  fill  the  vacancy,  occa¬ 
sioned  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Baldwin.  Mr.  Freeman’s  long 
experience  in  public  affairs  will  no  doubt  make  him  a  very 
useful  member  of  this  body.  The  vacancy,  from  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Dr.  Shippen,  is  not  yet  supplied. 

The  surviving  members  of  the  Board,  as  originallv  re- 
organized  in  1856,  cannot  but  revert  with  sadness  to  the 
many  recent  losses  by  which  they  have  been  deprived  of 
old  and  cherished  colleagues.  Of  the  eleven  members,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Courts  in  the  year  named,  but  three  now 
retain  their  connection  with  the  Prison.  Four  have  been 
removed  by  death.  Perhaps  there  are  few  public  bodies  in 
our  midst,  in  which  time  has  produced  so  little  change.  But 
these  unavoidable  mutations — due  in  so  many  instances  to 
the  hand  of  the  Great  Destroyer — cannot  but  offer  a  solemn 
lesson  to  the  survivors. 

The  Board  has  great  satisfaction  in  saying  that,  during 
the  entire  period  of  its  constitution  under  the  appointing 
power  of  the  Courts,  it  has  steadily  ignored  party  politics  in 
the  government  of  the  Prison.  The  stability  of  administra¬ 
tion,  which  has  resulted  from  its  withdrawal  from  the 
political  arena,  we  feel  satisfied,  has  contributed  essentially 
to  its  successful  management.  The  principal  officers  of  the 
Prison  have  remained  the  same  for  a  long  series  of  years, 
and,  with  scarcely  an  exception,  changes  have  been  made 
only  by  the  voluntary  withdrawal  or  the  death  of  incum¬ 
bents.  The  constant  removal  of  tried  and  efficient  officers, 
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which  appears  unavoidable  in  bodies  annually  renewed  by 
populai  election,  is  certainly  incompatible  with  an  honest 
and  efficient  maintenance  of  prison  discipline. 

The  statistical  tables  which  are  appended  to  the  Report 
present  much  interesting  and  important  information  on  the 
various  topics  relating  to  the  administration  of  the  criminal 
department  of  our  city. 

A  very  striking  increase  is  noticed  in  the  number  of  com¬ 
mitments  for  the  year  1866,  over  those  of  the  three  years, 
immediately  preceding.  For  1866,  the  total  number  of 
commitments  was  19,468;  for  1865,  16,142;  for  1864, 
14,067 ;  for  1863,  17,219.  The  commitments  for  the  past 
year,  are,  however,  considerably  less  than  those  for  the 
year  preceding  the  war,  when  they  reached  20,801.  It  is  a 
gratifying  feature,  too,  of  the  increase,  that  it  was  a  little 
less  for  the  last  half  than  for  the  first  half  of  the  year,  the 
commitments  from  January  to  July,  1866,  having  been 
9,773,  from  July  1866  to  January  1667,  only  9,695.  While 
the  restoration  of  peace  has  obviously  returned  to  their  old 
haunts,  within  our  walls,  numbers  who  had  been  absorbed 
in  the  meat  convulsion,  the  influence  of  the  war  in  thinning 
the  ordinary  supply  of  population  which  feeds  the  Prison, 
is  still  manifest. 

Of  the  increase  in  the  commitments  for  the  past  year, 
viz.,  3,326,  more  than  three-fourths  were  white  males. 
The  number  of  white  males,  committed  for  1866,  was 
13,053,  against  10,461,  for  1865,  an  increase  of  2,592. 
The  number  of  white  females,  committed  for  1866,  was 
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4,743,  against  4,392,  for  1865.  The  commitments  of  white 
females  in  1864,  were  a  few  more  than  in  the  past  year, 
viz  :  4,771.  But  the  falling  off  in  this  department  in  1865, 
is  explained  by  the  prevalence  of  typhus  fever  on  the  female 
side  of  the  Prison,  when  efforts  were  made,  in  concert  with 
the  Courts,  to  keep  down  the  female  population  of  the 
Prison. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  capacity  of  the  Prison, 
is  now  and,  with  succeeding  years,  will  become  still  more 
inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the  City.  The  separate  sys¬ 
tem  has  been  necessarily  abandoned,  in  all  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Prison ;  and  even  in  the  convict  corridors, 
two,  three,  and  in  some  cases,  four  prisoners  are  placed  to¬ 
gether  in  a  single  cell.  A  House  of  Correction  for  vagrants 
is  now  a  serious  desideratum — if,  on  no  other  grounds,  at 
least  from  the  absolute  want  of  capacity  in  the  Prison  to 
afford  proper  accommodation  to  the  three-told  union  of 
vagrants,  untried  prisoners,  and  convicts,  whose  destination 
is  the  County  Prison.  The  Board  has  more  than  once  ex¬ 
pressed  the  opinion  that  a  House  of  Correction  would  be  most 
advantageously  connected  with  the  Prison.  The  vacant 
square,  adjoining  the  Prison,  belonging  to  the  City,  and  now 
used  as  a  Parade  Ground,  would  furnish  an  admirable  site 
for  a  House  of  Correction.  And  the  Legislature  is  respect¬ 
fully  asked  to  pass  the  necessary  Acts,  to  enable  this  Board, 
with  the  concurrence  of  Councils,  to  proceed  to  the  erection 
of  the  building. 

The  Debtors’  Apartment,  adjoining  the  Prison,  now  com- 
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paratively  unoccupied,  would,  if  placed  within  the  control 
of  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  afford  considerable  temporary 
relief  to  the  over-crowded  Prison,  and  might  be  usefully 
devoted  to  the  Female  Department.  A  bill  for  the  accom¬ 
plishment  of  this  object  is  before  the  Legislature;  and,  as 
it  has  the  sanction  of  all  the  city  authorities,  who  have  any 
relation  to  the  Prison,  and  meets  with  general  approval,  we 
feel  authorized  to  urge  its  passage. 

The  same  fearful  preponderance  of  crime  traceable  to  in¬ 
temperance,  which  is  so  marked  a  feature  in  the  tables  fur¬ 
nished  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  is  noticeable  during  the 
past  year.  Of  the  whole  number  of  commitments  for  1866, 
(19,468,)  14,361  were  on  account  of  offences,  directly  or  in¬ 
directly  due  to  this  awful  scourge.  Thus  there  were  2,041 
commitments  for  intoxication;  1,972  for  vagrancy  (which 
may  be  considered  as  almost  synonomous  with  intoxication;) 
1,556  for  assault  and  battery,  of  which  there  are  few  cases 
not  the  result  of  drunkenness ;  and  the  same  remark  will  ap¬ 
ply  to  the  8,642  commitments  for  disorderly  conduct,  as 
well  as  to  the  150  cases  of  assault  and  battery  with  intent 
to  kill.  Many  of  the  murder  cases,  also,  tried  during  the 
past  year,  grew  out  of  affrays  at  taverns.  Thus  three- 
fourths  of  the  crime  of  Philadelphia  must  be  placed  to  the 
account  of  the  temptations  furnished  under  the  sanction  of 
law.  The  present  highly  injurious  license  system  is  a  sub¬ 
ject  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  is  invited,  in 
the  hope  that  some  restraint  may  be  imposed  upon  the 
sources  of  vice  which  are  now  strewn  broadcast  around  us. 
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Of  the  commitments  for  the  year  1866,  more  than  one-third 
were  discharged  without  being  brought  to  trial — 6,865  by 
the  magistrates  from  whom  the  commitments  were  issued, 
and  430  were  ignored  by  the  Grand  Jury.  This  large  num¬ 
ber  of  discharged  cases  indicates  a  most  startling  aggregate 
of  commitments  which  were  unnecessary  or  for  trivial  causes. 

In  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  cases,  the  discharges 
were  obtained  by  the  direct  intervention  of  the  Prison 
Agent.  Many  of  them  furnish  instances  of  oppression  and 
persecution,  which  are  discreditable  to  the  administration 
of  criminal  justice  among  us.  We  believe  that  a  great  re¬ 
form  is  needed  in  our  present  system  of  magistracy.  The 
recommendation,  more  than  once  proposed  in  the  Reports 
of  this  Board  is  again  renewed,  as  to  an  entire  change  in 
the  source  of  appointment,  the  tenure  of  office,  and  the 
mode  of  compensation  of  committing  magistrates.  We 
refer  to  the  more  extended  views  expressed  on  this  point 
in  previous  Reports. 

On  the  8th  of  June  last,  Anton  Probst  was  executed  in 
the  yard  of  the  County  Prison,  under  a  conviction  for  mur¬ 
der  in  the  first  degree.  The  Board  desires  to  bear  testi¬ 
mony  to  the  strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
law,  with  which  the  duty,  devolved  upon  the  High  Sheriff 
of  the  County,  Henry  C.  Howell,  Esq.,  was  discharged  in 
this  case — no  person  whatever  having  been  admitted  to  wit¬ 
ness  the  execution,  except  the  officials  designated  by  the 
Act  of  Assembly. 

The  subject  of  pardons  deserves  serious  consideration, 
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and  the  Board  feels  called  upon  to  express  a  hearty  concur¬ 
rence  in  the  views  announced  by  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
in  his  recent  inaugural  address,  in  this  connection.  A  loose 
and  indiscriminate  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power  is  a 
great  evil.  In  our  official  recommendations  to  the  Execu 
tive,  we  have  always  endeavoured  to  act  only  after  careful 
investigation  and  consideration  of  each  case  brought  before 
us.  We  know  how  potent  are  the  influences  which  are 
invoked  to  secure  Executive  interposition,  and  we  hail  with 
satisfaction  the  expressed  determination  of  the  Governor  as 
to  the  rules  which  will  govern  his  action  in  this  particular. 

During  the  year  1S6G  ten  deaths  occurred  among  the  con¬ 
victs.  Of  these  seven  were  from  consumption,  two  from 
chronic  disease  of  the  bowels,  and  one  from  disease  of  the 
heart.  The  epidemic  of  Asiatic  cholera,  which  visited 
Philadelphia  during  the  past  Summer,  found  no  entrance 
into  the  convict  department.  Five  cases  occurred  among 
the  vagrants,  two  of  which  terminated  fatally.  The  report 
of  the  Physician,  herewith  appended,  furnishes  many  im¬ 
portant  details  on  various  points  of  interest. 

The  Board  takes  great  pleasure  in  renewing  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  the  high  appreciation  entertained  of  the  services  of 
the  medical  officer,  Dr.  Henry  Yale  Smith.  His  duties 
were  peculiarly  onerous  during  the  past  year,  and  were  dis¬ 
charged  with  the  same  assiduity  and  skill  which  he  has  uni¬ 
formly  shown. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Klapp,  apothecary,  resigned  his  office  in  July 
las*,  having  been  elected  to  the  position  of  Resident  Phy- 


sician  in  the  Eastern  Penitentiary.  He  was  a  valuable  offi¬ 
cer,  and  the  Board  parted  with  him  with  great  regret.  Mr. 
John  B.  Haines  was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Klapp,  and 
has  given  entire  satisfaction. 

The  duties  of  the  various  departments  of  the  prison  have 
been  in  general  well  discharged.  The  Superintendent,  Mr. 
W.  B.  Perkins,  continues  to  merit,  in  every  particular,  the 
approbation  of  the  Board  for  the  faithful  and  efficient  per¬ 
formance  of  the  labors  of  his  responsible  post. 

Mr.  J.  K.  Howell,  the  Clerk,  also  deserves  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  for  his  official  conduct.  The  services  of  the 
Agent,  Mr.  W.  J.  Mullen,  have  accomplished  a  great  amount 
of  good.  He  is  a  faithful  and  efficient  officer,  and  discharges 
the  peculiar  duties  imposed  upon  him  with  delicacy,  tact, 
and  zeal.  Mr.  Mullen’s  reports  will  be  found  highly  inter¬ 
esting. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  prison  may  be  adverted  to 
with  satisfaction.  Notwithstanding  the  great  appreciation 
in  the  prices  of  all  the  supplies  purchased,  the  expenses  of 
the  past  year  were  not  materially  increased  beyond  the  rate 
of  increase  in  the  number  to  be  supported.  The  profits  of 
the  Manufacturing  Department  were  $3,493  93,  a  large  in¬ 
crease  over  those  of  the  year  before,  viz.,  $1,136  24.  Of 
this  amount  $2,115  10  were  earned  by  shoemaking,  and 
$1,378  83  by  weaving.  From  the  U.  S.  Marshal  $1,623 
00  were  received  for  the  maintenance  of  U.  S.  prisoners. 
The  entire  expenses  of  the  Prison,  after  deducting  the  pro¬ 
fits  of  the  Manufacturing  Department,  the  amount  received 
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for  U.  S.  Prisoners,  and  the  expenses  of  the  Debtors’  Apart¬ 
ment,  (under  the  control  of  the  Sheriff)  were  $103,111  13. 

The  usual  table  is  subjoined,  affording  a  comparison  of 
the  expenses  of  the  Prison  for  the  last  thirteen  years.

PHYSICIAN’S  REPORT. 


To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors 

of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison. 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Board  of  Inspectors, 
the  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Department  of  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1866.  In  doing  so  I  find  little  to 
add  to  the  usual  statistical  tables.  The  year  has  been  one  of  unusual  health, 
no  epidemic  having  occurred,  the  attacks  of  severe  disease  were  compara 
tively  few,  and  in  most  of  the  cases  that  did  occur,  easily  controlled.  We 
have  been  visited  it  is  true,  during  the  Summer  by  Asiatic  Cholera;  hut 
by  timely  and  proper  hygienic  and  dietary  precautions,  the  attack  was  limited 
to  five  cases  among  the  vagrants. 

The  diseases  presented  very  little  deviation  from  the  usual  varieties,  the 
chronic  affections  still  adhering  to  the  victims  of  intemperance,  which  form 
at  least  seven-tenths  of  the  patients  who  present  themselves  to  our  notice. 
On  the  31st  day  of  December,  1865,  there  were  in  the  Untried  Department, 
432  persons.  Received  during  1866,  19,468,  making  a  total  of  19,900 — 
three  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventeen  more  than  during  the  previous 
year.  For  the  different  cases  treated  in  this  department  of  the  prison,  see 
table  No.  3  continued,  which  gives  a  resume  of  all  sickness  occuring  monthly. 

Nine  births  occurred  during  the  year,  four  whites  and  five  blacks,  also, 
seven  miscarriages.  Deaths  we  had  twenty  six,  as  follows  : — Mania-a-potu, 
5 ;  Heart  Disease,  1 ;  Asiatic  Cholera,  2 ;  Tetanus,  1  ;  Typhoid  hAver,  1  ; 
Debauch,  4;  Debility,  2;  Phthisis  Pulmonalis,  4;  Congestion  of  the  Brain, 
1 ;  Chronic  Diarrhoea,  5. 
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The  ratio  of  mortality  for  all  cases  as  compared  with  the  number  of 
prisoners  was  thirteen  hundredths  of  one  per  cent.,  or  26  deaths  out  of 
19,900  persons.  The  deaths  for  the  year  occurred  principally  in  the  twenty- 
four  hour  cells,  and  among  that  class  of  vagrants  who  have  been  making 
weekly  or  monthly  visits  to  the  prison,  and  oftener  if  discharged,  ekeing 
out  a  miserable  existence.  Many  of  them  were  brought  back  to  us  in  a 
dying  condition,  others  of  them  die  in  the  Station  houses,  and  frequently  in 
the  van  before  reaching  the  prison.  This  state  of  things  will  continue  to 
exist  so  long  as  certain  evils  that  operate  so  patently  as  we  believe,  to  dis¬ 
turb  the  equilibrium  of  the  “  mens  sana  in  corpore  sano” — to  enfeeble,  de¬ 
moralize  and  corrupt  the  present  generation,  and  as  a  necessary  sequel, 
bringing  in  their  train  an  unrestrained  indulgence  in  every  species  of  vice 
and  profligacy — I  allude  to  the  effects  of  spirituous  liquors  and  tobacco,  twin 
demons  of  destruction,  with  kindred  vices  and  fondness  for  each  other’s  So¬ 
ciety;  their  effects  though  immediately  very  different  are  in  the  extreme 
very  similar.  They  are  both  familiar  with  mania  and  idiocy,  with  muddled 
intellects  and  trembling  hands,  and  tottering  feet,  with  all  the  sufferings 
which  attend  a  wrecked  nervous  system.  Until  May,  1859,  one  of  those 
articles,  tobacco,  was  dealt  out  to  the  prisoners  every  few  days,  under  the 
erroneous  idea  that  it  was  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the  health  of 
prisoners,  and  especially  those  who  from  youth  upwards  freely  indulged  in 
this  article.  But  after  watching  the  effects  of  its  prohibition  for  nearly 
seven  years,  I  am  only  strengthened  in  the  opinion  stated  in  my  report  for 
1861,  that  it  is  not  needed  for  the  performance  of  any  healthy  function  in 
the  human  economy,  and  is  simply  a  luxury,  and  its  use  a  bad  habit.  It  is 
in  no  way  necessary  to  life,  as  the  health  of  many  the  prisoners  improved, 
and  certainly,  not  one  of  them  to  my  knowledge,  was  injured  by  its  prohibi¬ 
tion.  In  view  of  these  facts  its  continued  denial  to  prisoners  is  a  wise, 
sound  and  judicious  measure  of  Prison  Discipline. 

The  capacity  of  the  prison  is  entirely  inadequate  to  the  demands  of  the 
city,  and  to  relieve  the  prison  from  its  overcrowded  condition,  from  three  to 
five  prisoners  in  each  cell,  one  of  two  institutions  is  much  needed  by  the 
community — A  House  of  Correction  or  Home  for  Inebriates.  The  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  former  has  been  repeatedly  urged  by  your  Board,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say,  at  no  time  since  my  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  subject 
have  things  looked  so  favorable  to  the  final  and  speedy  consummation  of 
that  long  and  much  desired  object. 

The  “Convict  Department'’  of  the  Prison,  in  which  the  prisoners  are 
sentenced  to  hard  labor,  like  the  untried,  has  been  during  the  year  over- 
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crowded  to  such  an  extent,  that  I  feared  much,  in  the  early  part  of  the 
Summer,  for  its  elfect.  Notwithstanding  this  we  have  been  peculiarly 
blessed  in  having  been  exempt  from  any  disease  partaking  of  a  malignant  or 
epidemic  character.  This  is  owing  no  doubt  in  a  great  measure,  to  tbe 
excellent  dietary  arrangements,  with  regular  and  industrious  occupation, 
and  as  comfortable  quarters  as  any  prison  afford.  I  have  been  forcibly 
struck  with  the  few  instances  of  fatal  disorders  developed  in  the  cells,  and 
the  marked  improvement  of  others,  who  had  previously  been  leading  a 
career  of  dissipation,  privation  and  exposure.  All  this  I  attribute  to  being 
withdrawn  from  the  influence  of  the  severer  atmospheric  vicissitudes,  such 
as  wet  and  cold,  which  are  prolific  sources  of  disease  with  a  large  portion 
of  the  community ;  which  would  of  its  self  more  than  compensate  for  the 
operation  of  any  unfavorable  causes  to  health  in  close  confinement.  The 
number  of  prisoners  sentenced  to  hard  labor  in  1866,  was  485 — remained 
in  prison  on  December  31st,  1865,  350 — total,  835.  Of  these  there  were 
ten  deaths, — one  died  in  March,  one  in  April,  three  in  June,  one  in  July, 
two  in  August,  one  in  September,  and  one  in  December.  For  particulars 
in  relation  to  the  ten  prisoners — Nos.  268,  1130,  1390,  1500,  1575,  1664, 
1762,  1764,  1778  and  1892,  see  table  No.  19,  which  gives  color,  sex, 
when  committed,  former  health  and  habits  (as  far  as  known,)  time  of  death 
and  cause. 

The  prisoners  discharged  through  the  year  were  281  white  males,  69 
black  males,  47  white  females,  and  29  black  females,  in  all  426  \  and  may 
be  arranged  in  the  following  classes,  in  reference  to  their  health  on  admisj 
sion  and  discharge : 

1st.  Received  and  discharged  in  good  health,  -  -  105 

2d.  “  “  in  the  same  grade  of  imperfect  health,  81 

3d.  “  “  in  better  health  than  when  received,  139 

4th.  Discharged  in  worse  health  than  when  received,  -  101
